COAL MINING IN NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Six,—In my letter published in the Journal of Jan. 16 I alluded to the 
system proposed by Mr, Williams, of Blaenavon, for the drainage of goafs 
and colliery workings generally of gas, and thas rendering explosions almost 
impossible; that is, by using iron pipes for the conveyance of the gas tothe 
surface. I may remark further, that the system proposed by Mr. Wil- 
liams is, without doubt, capable of application to a certain extent, although, 
as I remarked in my former letter, f mound for the use of drifts or pas- 
sages in the coal seam, in lieu of the pipes of Mr. Williams. But the two 
modes of conveyance will, no doubt, in practice be combined. It must not 
be considered that this system is quite novel; it has, in fact, been adopted 
in many instances in former times. Perhaps the most notable instance on 
record is that of the old Wallsend Colliery, on the Tyne. In this case a 
small goaf, from 4 to 5 acres in extent, produced a large quantity of gas; 
and, in order to get rid of this, the mining engineer, the celebrated Mr. 
Buddle, inserted an iron pipe into the rise side of the goaf, and this was 
carried along the workings to the shaft, and also up the vertical shaft to 
the surface, where the gas was burnt at the mouth of the pipe, night and 
day, for a number of years. The quantity of gas produced by this small 
goaf seems almost incredible. Another instance I may notice. During 
the past year a shaft was in course of sinking at the Coxlodge Colliery, 
near Newcastle and at 4 certain depth from the surface a large feeder of 
gas was met with. Dams were inserted on a side gallery, and pipes in- 
serted through these dams, and also up the shaft to the surface; but in this 
case the gas is not wasted by being burnt at the termination of the pipe, 
but is used for the purpose of lighting the pit head, the various offices, 
&c. This dangerous gas when encountered underground, is thus rendered 
harmless, and is also utilised, and becomes a source of profit to the owners, 
it béing worth in this case, I believe, upwards of 2001. per annum. 

I may also remark that it has been proposed lately by a mining en- 
gineer to lay out the dip-workings of a colliery, producing much gas, in 
such a way as will allow this system to be fully carried out. That is, to 
divide the workings into separate panels, and, by means of pipes and gal- 
leries, convey the gas generated in the various goaves to the bottom of the 
shafts, and also to portions of the intake main roads, so that the gas so 
conveyed can be utilised by lighting those various parts or places, a main 
pipe or passage being provided to convey the surplus gas (if any) into the 
upcast-shaft or dumb drift, as the case may be, or up the shaft to the sur- 
face, if advisable,where it can be consumed, as in the case mentioned above. 

Should this system prove capable of being carried out fully, which ad- 
mits of little doubt, an immense advantage will be gained, as not only will 
the mines be safer, to an extent almost incalculable, but the gas will thus 
become the source of considerable profit—will, in fact, reduce the cost of 
working collieries considerably, as the consumption of oil and cotton-wicks 
at the bottom of the shafts, and on the main intake air-roads is, in most 
cases, very considerable.—Newcastle-on-Tyne, Jan. 28, M. E

COLLIERY WORKINGS, 


$in,—Your correspondent, “ X. Y.,” in last week’s Journal, says he will 
be much obliged if any mining engineer accustomed to working mines 
similar to the one he mentions—in which the seams lie at an high angle 
of elevation—would give him the benefit of their professional experience. 
I may inform him that some of the seams in one of the collieries I super- 
intend repose at angles varying from 18° to 60°, which, of course, is upright, 
yet we meet with no insurmountable difficulties. About getting the coal in 
the ‘‘ deep” in the re correspondent alludes to, one cannot say 
definitely whether it would be more advantageous to drive an incline or 
sink a new shaft, or neither; but sink the present shafts, or one of them, 
so deep that a tunnel or “ drift” at an easy gradient (say, 1 in 112) would 
cut the seam just at the deep of the coal to be worked. All the water met 
with would make its way down the drift into the ‘ sump,” or lodge-room, 
about the shaft. An incline following the dip of the seam at such an in- 
clination would be no small expense to fit up and keep in working order; 
and, generally speaking, I am not very favourable to inclines, but, as I 
have said, except one were acquainted with all the details, it would be nn- 
wise to say decidedly what would be most advantageous. If the above is 
of any service to your correspondent, I shall not have written in vain; it 
may serve to let him know that there are no difficulties in their colliery 
but what are common to other places. VIEWER.

COLLIERY WORKINGS. 


Sin,—In reply to the letter of ‘ X. Y.,” if I understand him rightly, he 
has a seam of coal which crops out at the surface, and dips about 2 {t. to 
the yard. He states there are strong reasons why he should sink his pit 
on the “dip” rather than in the deep of the seam. I apprehend in the 
word “dip” he means near the crop of the seam. ‘The angle of the seam 
(2 ft. in the yard) is very great. But I am of opinion, as his works pro- 
gress in the deep, the seam will assume a far less angle of inclination— 
this is generally found to be the case. But the cheapest method of work- 
ing this seam, under the circumstances, is to sink his shaft at a convenient 
distance from the crop, or, as he terms it, on the “dip,” carry the shaft 
down about 5 or 6 yards below the seam, then drive his heading, or gate- 
road, in the line of the ‘‘dip;” this will give him level ground at the shaft, 
and as soon as the coal is intersected carry his main road in the line of the 
“‘dip.” When he has got down about 150 yards, he can commence open- 
ing out the works on each side. His branch roads from the main gate- 
road will be en the level. Then, with a steam-engine, of about 30-horse 
power, on the surface to work the incline, he will save nearly all the ex- 
pense of horse labour, and his coal will be sent to the surface with compa- 
ratively little cost, at the rate of from 250 to 300 tons per day. The en- 
gine to work the incline should be independent of the engine to draw the 
coals from the bottom of the shaft to the surface. By adopting this sys- 
tem, and continuing his main gate-road, he will be enabled to follow his 
seam of coal to a distance of many hundred yards from the bottom of the 
shaft at a comparatively small cost.

RATING OF COLLIERIES. 


Sim,—If anything were wanting to prove the fallacy of Mr. Hedley’s 
proposed mode of rating collieries, I think the letter addressed by that 
gentleman to Mr. Taylor, of Earsdon, would afford it. Mr. Taylor very 
properly objected to Mr. Hedley’s principle, on the grounds-—1. That an 
allowance should be made in consideration of the gross sum paid by the 
lessee for the coal, which is thereby subject to a reduced reftal on that 
account.—2. That the rating of the colliery should not be increased in re- 
spect of the machinery and plant provided by the lessee, and which is ne- 
cessary to work the coal and make the mine productive.—3. That the period 
of 50 years which I have estimated for the redemption of the capital in- 
vested in the shaftsand buildingsis too long, and that 30 yearsshould be sub- 
stituted. Mr. Hedley replies to the first objection by referring to “‘ Lumley 
on Parochial Assessments,” where it is stated that ‘‘ the sum which is or 
would be paid for the occupation is the rent; and, according as that sum 
is paid down, at once or in portions periodically, it represents the value of 
the occupation during the the time stipulated for such occupation. As 
the assessment to the poor-rate is made periodically, and upon the value 
of a periodical (yearly) occupation, the rent will form a proper criterion 
of the value if it represents the actual value during the successive portion 
of that period; bnt if a sum in gross is paid at the commencement of a 
term, and a small sum is paid at successive or different periods during that 
term for the occupation, it would be improper to take this latter sum asthe 
value during the whole term, or at any particular time in that term.” 
Mr. Hedley continues that the objection is manifestly untenable, because 
had the fee simple of the coal been purchased, in which case there would 
be no rent to pay, Mr. Taylor could not contend that because he pays no 
rent the colliery would not be rateable. As to the second objection, he 
mentions the opinion of Chief Justice Abbott, who said—* I cannot dis- 
cover any distinction between expenses incurred in bringing a mine to a 
productive state and in building a house. The attempt to distinguish them 
is perfectly novel; and if a house is to be rated as soon as built and occu- 
pied, it must followthat a coal mine is rateable as soon 4s it is set at work 
and produces coals, although it may happen that the expense of sinking 
it may never’ be recovered. If the tenant of a mine expends money in 
making it more productive, that is the same as expending money in im- 
proving a farm, or a house, in which cases the tenant is rateable for the 
improved value.” And, in answer to the third objection, he says that he 
will adopt Mr. Taylor’s suggestion, and take 30 years as the period for re-

Now, applied to the rating of almost any description of property other 
than mines and collieries, I must admit that the answers to Mr. ‘i'aylor’s 
objection would be valid enough, but mines and collieries differ entirely as 
to the mode in which their rateable value should be ascertained from every 
other description of rateable property. I would even go so far as to admit 
that the lessee should not be reimbursed for his outlay in ubtaining the 
leases; but to rate the machinery and plant upon a mine or colliery is un- 
just in the extreme, because the taxation is increased in proportion as the 
workings are unprofitable. Take the statement of the Ryhope above given, 
and we shall see that, inasmuch as the enormous expense of 125,000/. was 
incurred in reaching the coal, the lessee is taxed to the extent of 4875/.; 
whereas, had the expense been 5000/., the tax would have been but 195/. 
—the rate on the royalty rent, and rent of land, be it remembered, being 
the same in both instances. In all cases, probably except mines, the pro- 
fits of the enterprise increase with the amount of machinery employed; for 
a manufacturer using an engine of 20-horse power can only empioy (say) 
50 hands; whilst, if the building be altered to accommodate a 200-horse 
power engine, 500 hands could be employed, the profit realised per hand 
being the same in each case. As the building suited to the 200-horse 
power engine would obviously be of greater rateable value than the other, 
the rating of the machinery, &c., would not be so inequitable. But had 
the coal at Ryhope been cut at 50 feet from surface, considerably more 
coal could have been raised, and the rating would have been lower. The 
least that could be done to encourage mining and colliery enterprise would 
be to exempt all plant and machinery from taxation of every kind; for it 
must be evident that otherwise mining enterprise will in time be shunned 
by capitalists, from the knowledge that the taxes will increase with the 
difficulties. — Newcastle, Jan. 26. H. C. R. 


BRAZILIAN COAL—NEW GEOLOGICAL SPECULATIONS. 
THE MANCHESTER GEOLOGICAL SOCIETY. 


Sir,—It appears to have escaped the knowledge of Mr. John Plant, of 
the Salford Museum, of Mr, Hull and the members of the Manchester 
Geological Society, that the discovery of coal in the empire of Brazil is not 
new. The existence of coal has been long known, and years since samples 
of the coal—all of it very full of pyrites—were sent to this country and 
analysed by Dr. Perey. The Exhibition Catalogue will acquaint the 
above gentlemen that in the Brazilian Court of our last Exhibition, Viscount 
Barbacena exhibited coal from Laguna; that J. A. F’. Leo also sent coal 
from Santa Catharina; and that coal and iron ores were exhibited from 
Minas Geraes by several gentlemen interested in the production of those 
minerals; and that in Class XXXL. cast and wrought-iron were exhibited, 
from Congonhas do Campo, from Antonio Pereira, and from Itabira de 
Mato Dentro, and other places in Minas Geraes. ‘These were duly reported 
on by Mr. W. W. Smyth in the Jury Reports. It is known that the coals 
so exhibited were analysed by Dr. Perey; that a report furnished to the 
Brazilian Government by a Brazilian engineer, was sent to England, and 
placed in the hands of three gentlemen—Mr. Myers, I’.RX.S., a well-known 
South American traveller; Mr. Robert Hunt, F.R.S.; and Dr. Lankester, 
F.R.S., who duly reported at length on the mineral and vegetable products 
exhibited in 1862. ‘These reports were translated into Portuguese, and have 
been, it is believed, largely circulated in Brazil. 

It is much to be regretted that a provincial society, which might really 
do much good work by organising a system of careful enquiries at home, 
should busy themselves with matters so far removed from their sphere of 
action, and about which they are evidently in a complete state of ignorance. 
Still more deeply must every thinking man regret, that a gentleman to 
whom is entrusted the inspection of the Lancashire collieries, on whose 
judgment the lives of men depend, and whose duty it is to endeavour to 
train our colliers into habits of correct thought, should have been per- 
mitted by the society to lower himself, and them, by such a lamentable dis- 
play as that in which he indulged at their recent meeting. 

If the blind guesses 
of an untutored mind are to be received as facts, those dreams of Mr.

can or will do daily near the labour they do here, perhaps 20 per cent. of 
which is done to pay for amusements they have not in the States.

THE SYSTEM OF SELLING TIN ORES IN CORNWALL. 

Sir,—I entirely agree with the author of the article on the ‘ System ot 
Selling Ores in Cornwall,” in the “ Mining and Smelting Magazine,” 
which appeared in the West Briton of last week, and think you will do 
the county great benefit by advocating an alteration. 





There is at present no real competition, and if the trade be “ free ” it is 


accompanied by the worst evils of * protection.” A purser or captain now 
takes 20 tonstof tin ore to a distant smelting-house, without knowing that 
the smelter requires the particular class of ore raised in his mine, and he 
is dependent on the purchaser’s assay for the price he may receive. True, 
he may have assayed the parcel previously, and there is often a friendly 
collision, or more frequently an abject appeal for ‘a better price;” but, if 
the wind blow cold, or the smelter be at all troubled with bile, there is no 
redress. It is absurd to urge that the agent may, if dissatisfied, as he 
often is, take his ore to another house. After waiting many hours, with 
10 or 16 carts, he can scarcely drive at night to another house; and, if he 
does, the telegraph or a special messenger will precede him, and he will 
meet with a civil reception indeed, but no better price, whilst the carriage 
will be greatly increased—probably doubled. I once left a parcel of ores 
at a smelting-house for two days, being satisfied the price offered was in- 
adequate; but, after trying other houses I was compelled to give in, and 
was obliged to accept the original standard—my excellent friend at the 
smelting-house telling the captain he was lucky to get that—comforting 
the latter by an assurance that his principals would give the best price for 
his next parcel! 

I readily admit that the tin smelters are amongst the foremost men of 
the county in honour and position. ‘The leading smelter is, indeed, a man 
of the highest intellect and most sensitive honour, but these lofty elements 
of character do not raise him abovethe ordinary rales which govern com- 
mercial men in their dealings with others. 

We are all justly proud of the names Grenfell, Vivian, and Williams in 
the copper trade, and of Bolitho and Daubuz as tin smelters. No blame 
rests on them; they have made colossal fortunes from Cornish mines, It 
is the simplicity and want of union amongst the miners of which we com- 
plain, and which peril our noble mining enterprise, and render us constant 
sufferers by the continuance of a vicious and anomalous mode of selling 
our produce, The highest price realised in my experience for tin ores has 
been by public ticket, and I believe the leading smelters would approve of 
its general adoption. 

At present every reduction in the price of white tin falls on the unfor- 
tunate miner, though such reduction may be capricious and unnecessary, 
the whim of an individual, or the result of underselling. There is rarely 
any fair analogy between the price of the raw and manufactured article. 
How is this? If you ask a patriarchal smelter, he shakes his head, and says, 
**’tis all owing to the new men;” but if you charge one of the latter, though 
he may possess a ruddy openness of countenance, and the sagacity of a 
North Britain, he will shake his head too, but say “all the fault rests with 
the old hands.” “ Delirant reges, plectuntur Achivi,” 
which we may render— 

“ The smelters laugh, the miner cries, | Tlicy raise the rod—he wipes his eyes.” 

And so we may well cry and rub our persons, as% schoolboy who has 
been flogged, as they used to flog in the good old times, when such an ab- 
surd mode of sale as the present tin conversion was introduced. 

I would suggest the expediency of a private meeting of pursers and agents 
to take this subject into consideration, and I have little doubt a sale by 
ticket or sample will greatly benefit the mining community. Let them 
meet periodically, as the purchasers of all metals now do, and confer on 
measures for the advancement and fair protection of mining. 

There are numerous subjects of vital importance to the shareholder which 
are neglected, though sufficiently obvious, and at present form the subject 
of indignant declamation by correspondents in the newspapers. I was lately 
at a mine admirably managed, in which 70 tons of tin had been sold dur- 
ing the current quarter, and yet a loss of 217/. appeared on the books. 
With a fair price there would have been a profit, if not a dividend. The 
smelters state there is no reason why tin should not be 10/7, a ton higher, 
and they recently raised the standard 4/7, in two successive days. Let us 
ascertain where the blame rests. How weare thus victimised? The large 
amount of capital invested by parties at a distance requires from Cornish- 


local or personal claims. 

Let a purser and agent “from each mine” attend as suggested, and I 
am much mistaken if a great and salutary change is not made in our Cornish 
system of mining, by the united exertion to eradicate evil and introduce a 
healthier course of action. A Wenpron Purser. 


THE COST-BOOK, WITH LIMITED LIABILITY. 


Sir,—I am pleased to find that one of your readers has so thoroughly 
understood the principles of the new mode of incorporation suggested by 
me, as your correspondent, ‘R. Mc.,” has eyidently done, If investors 
in mines would only give it the same attention as he has, I am convinced 
they would readily admit its superiority over Cost-book companies and 
Limited companies with fixed capitals. 

I have endeavoured to explain myself as plainly as possible, but if any 
one does not comprehend me in any particular, I should esteem it a favour 
if he would point it out, as it is my wish to place everything in the clear- 
est possible light. - 

_ “R. Me.’s” suggestion of making it necessary for members relinquish 

ing their shares to advertise a notice thereof can, as he states, be done by 
adding a clause to that effect in the Articles of Association. 

_ 1 am quite satisfied of the legality of the power of relinquishing shares 
im companies incorporated in the manner proposed by me. 

All companies are partnerships, and are subject to all the legal inci- 
dents of partnership, unless and where altered by the Joint-Stock Com- 
panies Acts, 

Fenn’s case has completely decided the legality of relinquishment at 
common law, ‘The Lord Chancellor, in deciding that case, stated — 
“* There is no doubt of the elementary proposition, that in the case of a 
general partnership, where the partners have agreed to conduct a trade 
together, any one may retire. The principle is the same whether there 
be three or three hundred partners.” In the same case, Lord Justice 
Knight Bruce said “ many cases of difficulty and complexity were suggested 
—one, of all the shareholders relinquishing together. {can well under- 
stand that in such acase all might be bound tocontribute. So there might 
be a case of fraudulent relinquishment; fraud is an exception to eve 
rule; so if the relinquishment were attempted tc-be made after the under- 
taking had come to an end” (I think some of “ Lux Obseura’s ” questions 
are here answered). ‘The relinquishment in that case went mucii further 
than ever I proposed to carry it; therefore, in my company it must bo 
legal, unless the Companies Act, either in express words or by implica- 
tion, enact otherwise. Such is not the case. In companies limited by 
shares the limitation of liability is effected by each member agreeing to 
subscribe a stated amount of capital. To allow him to retire without 
carrying out his contract would be unjust to the other members by de- 
priving them of an amount of capital they reasonably expected would be 
thrown into the concern. If a man takes shares in a company incorpor- 
ated in the manner suggested by me, would it be reasonable that he should 
be compelled to go on paying calls without limit, although he might feel 
certain that from various causes success could not atterd their labour? I 
think it only fair that a shareholder should be allowed to say, “I do not 
think that we can succeed, therefore I do not eare about continuing my in- 
terest in the affair. i have paid everything up, and, as 1 wish to release 
myself from any further liability, I relinquish my shares to the company; 
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the benefit, therefore, will, of course, be derived by those remaining share- 
holders who continue to lay out their capital in the concern.” There is no- 
thing improper in this; existing creditors have a twelve month to follow 
him up on account of his liability on his guarantee. Subsequent creditors 
cannot complain, as the man was out of the concern before they supplied 
the goods; therefore it cannot be supposed that they gave him credit. 

I do not think the heading you attach to the correspondence on this sub- 
ject is sufficiently explicit; you simply say ‘‘ Mining Companies Limited 
by Guarantee.” This is scarcely distinct enough, because companies may 
be limited by guarantee and yet be totally dissimilar to those suggested 
by me. It was this that made me head my first correspondence as being 
on the combination of the Cost-book and Limited Liability. A. P.

Sir,—In the Journal some weeks since “* Economicus ”’ wished to know 
if there was a better mode of extracting tin from the kaolin than that of 
stamping, to which I said there was—washing, &c., as is done in this 
neighbourhood. It turns out that this kaolin is clay, and will yield from 
about 5 to 6 lbs. of tin to the ton of stuff; and it would appear that my 
letter has greatly offended Mr, John Bray, who, on Dec. 16, writes that, 


though my experience might guide me in treating the kaolin in Roche, yet it would be 
utterly useless out there; but, unfortunately for Mr. Bray, he has never had the prac- 


* he would never stamp clay. Now, Sir, this district has been the greatest tin stream- 
.ng district in the world, and a considerable number of rich mines have been and are 
still in work in the neighbourhood; but they never stamp clay. Mr. Bray says that 
the kaolin is utterly anknown to the men of Roche, St. Austel), and St. Dennis. To 
this, I must tell Mr, Bray he should know better, for he has had three men from Roche 
and its neighbourhood with him for two years, and had only just returned home when he 
wrote his letter. As far as I am concerned, Mr. Bray can stamp or grind. One man 
in this neighbourhood washes 30 tons per day; but I feor the stamping will prove a 
failure. Mr. Nicholas Ennor, in his letterin the Journal a short time since, makes men- 
tion of rolls instead of stamps, and says that, when he was near Bodmin, he visited a 
mine there, and sugrested that rolls should be erected, and not stamps. Iam sorry to 
+:form Mr. Ennor that, after a great cost in erecting the rolls, they have proved a dead 
Mr. Ennor was not so sagacious as usual when he suggested roils for such 
tough, slimy staff, It would not pass the rol's, but choked them, and now stamps are in 
course of erection.—Jan. 27.

SHARES NOT DELIVERED WITHIN TEN DAYS MAY BE BOUGHT IN, 

Rule 99.—Registered shares or stock, if not delivered within ten days, may be bought 
in against the seller, at or after twelve o’clock on the eleventh day after the date of tine 
ticket, and all loss incurred thereby shall be paid by him. The broker employed to buy 
in the shares is required to give one hour’s public notice before proceeding to make such 
purchase, and if the purchase be not made within a quarter of an hour after the expl- 
ration of the time fixed, the notice shall be cancelled. Shares which shall be so bought 
in shall be delivered not later than one o’clock on the following day, or may be re- 
purchased for immediate delivery without further notice ; and the loss, if any, be paid 
by the party causing such re-purchase; and in the event of there being a profit on the 
transaction, it shall be paid to the treasurer of the fund for decayed members. 

Rule 100.—If shares which have not been delivered are not bought in within fifteen 
days the seller is released from liability. Every member who allows fifteen days to 
elapse without availing himself of his right to buy in registered shares or stock which

CRENVER AND WHEAL ABRAHAM MINING COMPANY. 


Srr,—As remarked by Mr. Griffin, in his letter in last week’s Journal, 
there are several inaccuracies in the description of the Crowan district, 
which appeared in the Journal of Jan. 9. It is especially difficult to ob- 
tain correct plans and reports of the setts, and the only way in which a 
district map can be obtained is by collecting plans of the setts separately, 
and combining them. It would be very advisable for the different com- 
panies in this and other districts not accurately surveyed to jointly employ a good sur- 
veyor, to lay down the boundaries, lodes, cross-courses, and workings; the expense 
would be comparatively light to each company, and the advantage incalculable. In 
reference to the depths of the various mines, we find, from a paper on the “ Temperature 
of Mines,” by Mr. Moyle, that, on April 29, 1822, Mr. Moyle visited Trenoweth, and at 
the bottom of the mine, 66 fms. deep, the temperature was only 54°. In Oatfield Copper 
Mine, in May, 1822, at the depth of 232 fms., in a working part, the temperature was 
80°; 4 fms, deeper it was 85°, In Crenver, at 200 fms., it was 68°. In Wheal Abraham, 
at the depth of 242 fms., “it was in one gallery 84°, and in another 86°.” Mr. Moyle 
also says—“ I have since ascertained the temperature of the three levels driven from 
Crenver, directly under the deepest level in Trenoweth. At the depth of 124 fms, it 
was 57°; at 138 fms., 58°; at142 fms.,58°.” Thusit appears that the depths, correctly 
stated, would be, supposing these observations to have been made at the bottom of the mine 
— Trenoweth, 142 fms. ; Oatfield, 236 fms.; Abraham, 242 fms.; Crenver, 200 fms.

Rotting Mera Rops axp Bars.—Some improvements in machinery 
for rolling, polishing, straightening, and tapering round rods or bars of 
iron or steel have been provisionally specified by Messrs. Habershon, of 
Rotherham. The improvement consists in the employment of three or four rolls in com- 
bination for the rolling of round rods or bars, by their being inserted at the eud of, and 
passed between the rolls, in the direction of thelr longitudinal axis, two of the rolls re- 
volving in contact with the rod or bar, and the third, or third and fourth, rolls revolving 
in contact with the two rolls,soas by rotating with them to secure the simple and effec- 
tive working of the machine without the use of pinions. 

Preparing Pear.—In the preparation of peat, Mr. J. Kelly, of Brook 
Lodge, Roscommon, clears off the surface, or sphagna, of the bog, which 
is to be cast over the part cut out to form a surface earth, and when in 
excess to be converted into charcoal, to be used as a manure, or deodoriser 
for sanitary purposes, or, if-very fibrous, into a roofing material. The bank so cleared 
is perforated at the back, and spars of wood driven down to sever and detach it from the 
rest of the bog, so as to divert the course of the water and prevent it from oozing into it, 
and thereby facilitate its drying; an’ to promote its farther drying by capillary attrac- 
tion (if necessary) the surface is perforated and scored, but if firm, and free from unde- 
composed woody fibre, this operation is dispensed with. Itis then cut into pipes of from 
12 to 18 in, long and from 3 to 8 in. bore by suitable metal tubes of the same dimen- 
sions, or into blocks of various shapes for building purposes, or freed from woody fibre 
and reduced to a plastic pulp (which operation may be performed on the bank with the 
most simple impl ts or hi . The mass is then transferred in hand-barrows 
or other convenient mode of carriage, and piled and arched on high or level dry ground 
in upright oblong clamp-like bodies to a considerable height, supported if needs be at 
the sides and ends by stakes and hurdies (of a simple and inexpensive construction) as 
the building up proceeds, which as staying instruments will assist the future ventila- 
tion or drying process, and this may be further effected by perforations made occasion- 
ally through the mass of piled up peat. By this simple self-supplied pressure the mass 
is reduced to a compact and comparatively solid body, being deprived of excessive mols- 
ture; this deprivation of moisture is what has hitherto baffled all attempts at success- 
ful peat manufacture in Ireland. These comparatively solid clamps, or peat ricks, im- 
prove by keeping, and can be allowed to remain not only one but many winters, obviating 
the necessity of cutting turf annually in|the ordinary way and the uncertainty of drying 
it. The great space required for the removal of turf so cut has been hitherto considered 
a great objection to its general application,even when dried under the most favourable 
circumstances, These peat ricks will occupy but one-fourth of the cut-out bog, leaving 
the remaining three-fourths available fer agricultural purposes. When the peat rick is 
about to be removed it is cut into perforated shapes or blocks for fuel or charcoal, or 
moulded by an ordinary tile-machine into pipes for draining, or into blocks for flooring 
and building purposes. These peat ricks will become of great density when allowed to 
remain over so as that chambers may be formed by excavations wherein fires are to be 
placed; the internal heat and currents of air through the perforations will effect a 
thorough drying of the whole mass, and a uniform heat is to be kept up by keeping the 
cracks or fissures that occur in the ricks filled and plastered with the plastic peat.

No. 1. Great Cappacu.—This mine is now idle. There is nothing at work but the 
“pumping-engine, and the men who attend toit. About 10 or 15 days since part of the 
cypper ore in this mine was taken, by virtue of decrees obtained from the local magis- 
trate3\(who held a special court), and sold by the county police, to satisfy part of the 
demané: of the working miners, A similar fate seems to await the portion of ore left 
unsold, as over 109 decrees are expected to be issued to those of the workpeople who did 
not process to the Special Court. What of the merchants, who are pouring in writs for 
their demands on the Great Cappagh? Why, nothing left for them but the machinery. 
No, 2, BALLYCUMMISK, —In this mine there are a great many people employed, but their 
pay is miserable; to use the words of one of the miners—‘ The agents scarcely give us 
as much as would be necessary to keep soul and body together.” 
No. 3. Scuutt Bay.—In this mine there is nothing doing; nothing working, except 
the pumping-engine. The very same can be said for No. 4, or CROOKHAVEN. 
No. 5. MounT GABRIEL.—This mine has been worked as many years as it is fathoms 
deep from surface. From the appearance and indications to be seen at this mine, I fear 
it will remain a long time in its present neglected position. 
In what a deplorable state things are in the Schull district, all owing to bad manage- 
ment. That this is a good mining district nobody will dispute; I speak from experience, 
as I have earned my livelihood as a working miner for the last 30 years, and can say 
much with regard to the manner things have been conducted. The cause of not having 
good and profitable returns ia not attributable to the want of mineral in this neighbour- 
hood ; no, the entire is owing to the mismanagement of Cornish agents and Cornish ma- 
nagers, who talk so much, but who omit attending to the principal and most necessary 
element—that of sinking and properly developing the rich mineral wealth with which 
this locality abounds. Asa proof of my argament, I will give the name of a mine not 
many miles distant, BEREMAVEN, of the richness of which your readers have heard. 
Why has Berehaven paid so well ?—Because it has been properly worked, good judg- 
ment has been exercised in the proper developing of its resources, and results profitable 
and satisfactory were the reward. In Berehaven they did not follow the course adopted 
in this district—surface or shallow little sinkings and drivings. No; they preferred 
deep and extensive workings. Only that a suggestion offered by a poor man goes for 
nothing, I would recommend, Mr. Editor, to those interested in the mines worked in 
this part of the county of Cork, particularly those to which I have alluded, to send off, 
discharge, pension, or do what they please with them, but at once, and withovi Celay 
take the Management out of the hands of all the agents and managers now engaged in 
them, as they;have proved themselves good for nothing, except at surface scratching and 
mine destroying; let them be sent off, bag and baggage, the entixe of them. Then we 
will get good and practical inisu AGENTS, who will work these mines as they ought. 
They will follow the example of their neighbour, Captain Reed, at Berchaven—that is 
rink, drive, cross-cut, and lay out the money judiciously, thereby secnring for them- 
selves the thanks and confidence of their employers, together with conferring a general 
benefit on the community at large. I feel that I am bon ad in gratitude to give a word 
of advice; let it not be undervalued because it is offered by an humble man, and let 
those gentlemen to whom I address myself depend that nay words are founded on facts.

electricity as a motive power has been revived in America, Captain John 
Reeves, of New York, having invented and patented an electro-magnetic 
rotary engine for producing motive-power by electricity to any extent, and 
for any purpose required. The inventor states that in his experiments “ he 


over surfaces to the extent of hundreds of superficial feet, and thereby cause an electro- 
magnetic attraction, which acts on and sets in motion the most powerful machinery for 
producing motive-power, and this at a most reasonable expense for material consumed, 
The method on which the inventor founds the principle for producing and augmenting 
motive-power by electricity is peculiar in its machinery, but comparatively similar in 
its nature to that by which other elements are brought into practical use; that is, the 
greater the erea of the surface exposed to the action of the motive, or first cause, whether 
it be wind, water, steam, or electricity, the greater the effect produced in motive-powér, 
In regerd to the expense, the inventor makes this comparison :—In extending the area 
of surface in a steam-engine to increase the power, the momentum being the same, the 
ratio of expense will increase in proportion. But electricity, teing of a different nature, 
when the area of surface is extended extra power is obtained, with a diminishing ratio 
of expense. For instance, suppose it costs $1'25 per horse power for the material to keep 
a 50-horse power condensing marine steam-engine at work for 24 hours, and the area of 
surface in the piston is extended sufficiently to produce 100-horse power, the cost per horse 
power for producing the additional 50 would be equal to the first; but suppose the cost is 
10 cents per horse-power for material to keep a 50-horse marine electro-magnetic rotary- 
engine at work for 24 hours, and the area of surface is extended to produce 100-horse 
power, the additional 50-horse power would be obtained at a quarter less cost than the 
first 50; therefore, the whole expense would be greatly reduced, A marine clectro- 
magnetic rotary-engine, and all its accompaniments for a six months’ cruise, would not 
occupy more space in a vessel than a marine steam-engine of equal power, saving the 
room now required for farnaces, boilers, coal-bunkers, &c. A vessel to be propelled by 
electricity can be built with one-fourth less capacity, at less expense, with finer 
lines for spoed, carry equal burden, and in every way possess superior qualities to one 
built for being propelled by steam. Again: a vessel propelled by electricity can be 
entirely closed up when required. This will make it available for arming in a peculiar 
manner, eit!.er for assault or defence, and navigable submerged or on the surface of the 
water. Thu invention is destined to make great changes, not only in our river and 
ocean navig..tion, but also in railways of every description. The inventor has a work - 
ing model a. the Capitol, with plans of different descriptions, which he is preparing to 
exhibit tot ¢ Government.

~Mr. H. R. Grenvevz, M.P. (Chairman), in the chair, 
The notice cdnvening the meeting, and the report of the directors, pub- 


es in another column of this day’s Journal, having been read. 


The CaarrMan said he had great pleasure in meeting the proprietors upon 
this, the first, oceasion, he had had the honour of presidivg as their Chairman, the more 
especially as it afforded him the opportunity of being able to state that a dividend would 
be declared, (Hear, hear.) When the last dividend was declared, in 1862, the accounts 
were made up in precisely the same form as now; but upon that occasion there was ade- 


| Mlelency in theamount necessary to pay the dividend of 500/.,and owing to the subsequent 


loss upon the estimate then made as to the value of the ships’ cargoes of 7000/. The ac- 
counts now presented had been made up in precisely the same form, and the estimates were 
based upon the perceniages now received from Cuba ; therefore, secing ihe present state of 
the market, the board bad good reason to believe they might safely say that no such defi- 
clency would take place upon thisoccasion. It would dowbtiess be in the recolicetion of 
those present that Mr. Petherick, In his able report upon the general state of the com- 
pany’s mine, made a computation as to the quantity of ore that ought to be returned, 

and it was satisfactory to be able to state that those estimates and the general views 
then held out had been so well fulfilled, that the monthly return from the mines,as far 
‘as could be at present determined, would be equal to the amounts expected —1130 tons; 

and that the working cosis would not be so great as the amount estimated by Mr. 
Petherick; but, of course, it was impossible to speak positively upon those points 
until the regularly audited accounts, which would be presented to the meeting in July, 
had been made up, When Mr, Petherick’s published report was issued, it was deemed 
not to be politic to lay before the shareholders the private report which Mr. Petherick 
had submitted to the directors with respect to the Trevince pertenencia, That perte- 
nencia had now been secured for the company. Ue did not know whether it wae the 
wish of the meeting ihat that report shoul! now be reed, but it might be mentioned 
that Mr. Petherick, in referring to the property, says—* This (Trevince) pertenencia is 
situated west of San Jose Mine, and adjoins the White Mine on the south, and the 
Maria Luise pertenencia on the west, and was originally granted to a gentleman who 
resides al Santiago, but who has never exp!ored it, nor can it be worked with advantage, 
except in conjuactien with the adjoining ground, The 110 from the Church ground has 
been extended in search of the north lode to within a few feet of the northern boundary 
line of the Trevince, where the indications are of a very (avourable character, and such 
as to render it highly probabie, if not certain, that the ‘icde passes through it at that 
depth, and that it will prove to be productive. The acquisition of the Trevince perte- 
nencia is, therefore, an object of considerable importance in itself, besides which, from 
its position, its possession ts absolutely necessary, with a view to the exploration of the 
western ground belonging to the Cobre Company —every endeavour will, therefore, be 
used to secure it.” Ile (the Chairman) was glad to say the company were now in pos- 
session of that Trevince pertenencia; but with respect to the north lode—of which an 
account was given in the last report, and which Mr. Petherick thought would be found 
east of the great silde—the meeting was already aware that that lode had been dis- 
covered, and from recent intelligence there was reason to hope it would be found in the 
other levels, whence as rich ore would be returned as had previously been produced 
from other portions of the company’s property. (lear, hea¥.) Far be it from him to 
raise too sanguine expectations with regard to the pertenencia of Trevince, or the North 
lode, but iftheir anticipations be realised, he might certalnly say that the present means 
and capital will be amply sufficient for some time to come—therefore, their present and 
future position was equally encouraging. (Hear, hear.) As regards the railway, with 
respect to which enquiries were invariably made at these meetings, he had to inform 
them that a decree had been obtained which was favourable to the views of this com- 
pany; but,as they were doubtless aware, litigation In that country did not progress very 
rapidjy—there were appeals and other difficulties still connected with the matter, so 
that he could not exactly hold out expectations that the question would have a very 
early termination. He did not not know that he had anything further to add with re- 
ference to the company’s property; but he might be allowed to add that the great fea- 
ture in their present prosperity naturally arose from the price of copper in this market ; 
and, therefore, it was exceedingly satisfactory to know not only that a very eonsider- 
able advance had recently taken place, but that that advance was really owing to the 
very legitimate circumstance of a great falling off in the amount of copper at present in 
England. To give the meeting a clearer idea of this, he could not do better than to 
quote from a report which he held in his hand, That report states :— 


“ A further advance of 51. per ton was declared by the smelters on Jan. 1 to 108/. for 
unmanufactured and 115/. for manufactured; yellow metal, 104d. per lb. At this ad- 
vance there has been a good demand, and smelters are unwilling sellers, particularly of 
unmanufactured.

It would be seen from the above that the recent great advance in the price of copper 
arose from the legitimate reason to which he had adverted, so that it might be safely 
said that, although the present high price might not be kept up, yet that during the 
present year copper would not decline to the price that had existed during the two pre- 
seeding years. Ie concluded by moving that the report be received and adopted. 

Mr. W. Suairr seconded the proposition. 

A SHAREHOLDER said that their worthy Chairman had very gracefully informed them 
that the present was the first time he had occupied the chair, and every proprietor pre- 
sent had doubtless listened to his observations with considerable interest and satisfac- 
tion, inasmuch as they fell from the lips of one who bad a thorough knowledge of the 

company’s business. He had held out an encouraging future ; but he (the proprietor) 
could not help thinking that a retrospect of the usages which had been hitherto con- 
formed to might be of advantage in thelr future operations, For instance, at the pre- 

ent time there was no public document to show the amount of the company’s capital, 
or who were the directors, and no report was printed in the newspapers. Although he 
had the most unlimited cenfidence in the directors, yet he thought there should be scme 
general knowledge among the proprietors as to the actual position of the company’s af- 
fairs. He thought It would be very desirable if their worthy Chairman would take this 
matter into his serious consideration. Ile knew it was a most encouraging feature to 
have a Grenfell at the head of a copper company—a name that had been known in the 
trade from time immemorial, and which could not fail to be exceedingly satisfactory to 
all connected with the undertaking—(hear, hear)—and ho wished it to be distinctly un- 
derstood that be was not finding fault with the past, but suggesting what he believed 
would be better for the futare.——Mr. Smairp reminded the hon. proprietor that the 
audited accounts were presented at the July meeting, and could at all times be examined 
by proprietors. It was impossible to send a copy to each proprietor, simply because 
their addresses were not known. ‘ 

The Cuairman said the deed might bealtered 80 as to make it in accordance with those 
of other companies, but he did not know that it would be any improvement. 

Mr. Upton (the solicitor), in reply to a question, stated that it was a question forthe 
consideration of the shareholders whether the company should be brought under the 
Limited Liability Act. It was, however, a question that should not be decided hastily. 

Mr. AvsTIN was strongly of opinion that the company should not be p'aced under the 
Limited Liability Act, but he quite agreed with the suggestion that the yea#ly account 
should be published, and he did not know there was anything in the Deed to prevent its 
being done. He would recommend the directors—all of whom had the fall eonfidence 
of the shareholders— to adopt the suggestion, for it must tend to improve the oompany;s

Mr. Hrpsert said he had listened with great pleasure to the report just read, and he 
could not but congratulate his fellow-shareholders upon having got rid of him (Mr. 
Hibbert) as their Chairman, under such auspices, and also upon the fact that the accounts 
were in every way satisfactory. As long as they had Mr. Grenfell in the chalr, share- 
holders might rest perfectly satisfied that the company possessed all the necessary expe- 
rience of the coppertrade.

Referring to the St. Columb district, he says—* The 
St. Columb district seems to contain all the requisite rock formation for great deposits 
of copper and tin, having isolated patches or bosses of granite, similar to St. Michael’s 
Mount, which seems to favour the argument, that in course of time great mines will be 
opened in this part of the county, similar to those of Redruth and the other great mining 
provinees, Instead of discouraging my friends from investing money in such trials, I 
conscientiously commend them to their consideration. I dv not here pretend to make 
selection for them, but rather to indicate a practicable position for mines. I am, how- 
ever, far from thinking that there is much difficulty in individualising what may be 
termed fair speculations in Cornwall. There are, it is said,in that county about 600 
mines in different stages of progress; probably, about one-third of them may be in the 
Dividend List, and possibly some of them ought never to be pul upon the catalogue at 
all. But of the two-thirds that are as yet unproductive of income in the shape of in- 
terest upon the capital invested, [ unhesitatingly declare that I believe you might select 
two or three good Cornish mining agents in Cornwall who would soon weed the list of 
all adventure thatis exceptional in its character or unreasonably dubious as to its issue.” 

As Mr. Thomas Spargo has written for a practical and business purpose, we have not 
indulged in references to those portions of his work that nay interest the general reader. 
We must not, however, conclude our notice without observing that he has adduced facts 
respecting the products of Cornwall and Devon of which no well-informed person ought 
to remain ignorant, and which, as they become generally known, will foster among our 
countrymen a desire to assist in developing the wealth of their country. We refer to 
such passages as the following :-- 

“The Devon Great Consols is situate in the parish of Tavistock. In 1844,s!x gentle- 
men took from the Duke of Bedford the sett or lease of the mincs now known as the 
Devon Great Consolidated Mines, for 21 y cars,at a royalty of 1-15th dues, to be increased 
to 1-]12th so soon as a profit of 20,0007. had been realised. The property was divided 
into 1024 shares, and 1/. paid on each share. In the month of November, in the same 
year, a rich copper lode was cut, and the profit paid working expenses without a call. 
The loces proved so rich, that in the six years between the ycars 1844 and 1850, the 
company extracted and sold nearly 90,009 tons of copper ore, for which they received 
3800,0002., after paying all expenses. The Dukeof Bedford received out of the above sum 
44,0002. for royalties or dues, while the shareholdcrs received about 207,000/., or more 
than 2007. per share on 1/, paid. No more was “called” for, the 1/, per share had been 
sufcient, and the six years’ dividends on 10247. paid, amounted to more than 200,000/, ; 
an annual average dividend of 357. on each share, is equivalent to 36,0007, per cent. per 


they have risen from one price to another until, in the shgre list of December 31, 1853, 
they were quoted at 430/., and they have been higher, These mines have continued 
equally productive up to the present time.” 

Of a work of such magnitude it is impossible to give but a limited notice. We have, 
therefore, extracted the above as an example, to show the extent to which Mr. Spargo 
has carried his researches.

In cutting 
the leat through the rocks we have intersected several nice branches of lead ore, one or 
two of which are worthy of atrial. I consider the money expended on this leat weil 
laid out for mining trials, and has exposed several lodes and branches,and thrown much 
Hight upon them. Our future workings at the engine-shaft will not consist of levels 
driven at random or certain depths, We now know whereabouts to expect the lead ore, 
In the old mine the 8&2 has been driven 5 fms.

“eran MARKET—Lonpon, Jan. 29, 1864. 
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Remarks.—The Metal Market during the past week has exhibited 
much greater quietness than it has manifested for some time since; the 
continued tightness of the money market is beginning to tell upon it, and 
operators are much checked in their transactions by the high rates of in- 
terest now ruling. ‘The present aspect of political affairs also is by no 
means propitious to business operations; and the fear that, after all, a 
continental war may ensue is acting unfavourably on commercial affairs; 
indeed, the present state of uncertainty as to the result of affairs is even 
worse than if war had actually commenced. ‘The intelligence from India, 
likewise, is by no means of a cheering character: it appears to be passing 
through a severe monetary crisis. Interest is at 20 to 30 per cent. per an- 
num, and even at these rates sufficient accommodation cannot be obtained, 
and the consequence is that an almost an entire stoppage of demand for 
goods has occurred, and scarcity and distrust combined threaten to bring 
business to a standstill. It is not the import trade only that is affected, 
but all branches of commerce are suffering from the stringency of the money 
market. All these circumstances combined tend to cast something like a 
shade of depression upon the metal market at the present time. 

Corrrer.—Thbe standard of ores has again advanced 4/, 10s., neverthe- 
less there are some second-hand parcels of cake, ingot, and manufactured 
on the market, which may be obtained under fixed prices; there is, how- 
ever, but little doing at present. 

Inon.—Since the quarterly meetings fewer orders for iron have been in 
the market; but still great confidence is manifested that the present rates 
will be maintained for some time; there is, however, much less expectation 
of any further advance. ‘Tho demand for all kinds of iron in North Staf- 
fordshire has slackened during the past week; but as consumers have laid 
in their stocks for the quarter, the reaction is not greater than might have 
been expected.

=65 feet of coal in a depth of 114 feet. 
Below this are strata of fossiliferous shales, sandstone, limestone, mica 
schist, metalliferous limestone, and syenite, the thickness of which is not 
given, Mr. Naruanres Piant has secured the Imperial concession of 
the Candiota coal ficld, and requires English capital and energy to enable 
him to make it a blessing to Brazil, and to the commerce of the world at 
large. In the course of the discussion which followed, Mr. Joun PLANnt 
said, that taking the coal generally, it is described to be as good as any 
drawn from the British coal mines. It has been tried for steam purposes 
with admirable success; but there is none of it anthracitic; it seems to be 
& bituminous coal, and is well adapted for steam purposes and smelting. 
It has been tried for gas in Rio Janeiro, and the engineer of the gasworks 
reports that the coal was very good, but does not give any percentage by 
which a proper judgment could be formed of the gas produced, Mr. 
Dicktnson observed that, as to the position with reference to the strata 
below it, it is not an uncommon circumstance in many parts of the 
Scotch coal fields, to have the coal measures basseting against these rocks, 
As regards the thickness of the coal, he might mention that our thick 
coal of South Staffordshire varied from 8 to 10 yards in thickness; and he 
had been in seams of coal, at St. Etienne, in France, from 70 to 100 feet 
of good quality coal; but the deposit is very varying in its thickness, and 
it also rests upon old rocks. Mr. Hutu alluded to the scams from 60 to 
70 feet thick on the borders of Russia, Hungary, and Austria, Mr, PLant 
said that an interesting point which struck him was the extension of these 
oolitic coal fields in one hemisphere, ‘The probability is, that it is only 
the commencement of many discoveries of this kind in Brazil. He con- 
sidered that the fears that have so recently been expressed, that we shall 
exhaust our British coal fields, will be very much diminished if we dis- 
cover a few more coal fields like these in South America. Mr, Dickinson 
thought the oolitic age of the coal should not be concluded from the fos- 
sils. Mr. Pranr had a strong impression that these Brazilian coal fields 
are not Oolitic; it might be a mistake about this species of fern, and it 
will be necessary to get specimens in England, in order-to form a correct 
opinion; although his brother speaks most decidedly of finding the ferns 
which are characteristic of the oolitic deposits of Australia. Mr. Hun. 
said many proofs had been given that these deposits were distinctly car- 
boniferous, and not oolitic. 

Mr. ATKINSON said it was reasonable to suppose that during the depd- 
sition of the coal strata there would be a diversity in the vegetable forms 
of tracts so widely separated as Brazil and Northern Europe. Glossopteris 
might exist in the sub-tropical regions of Brazil contemporancously with 
the plants forming our coal beds, though that plant itself did not grow 
here. Climates would, no doubt, differ in different latitudes in the ear- 
boniferous period as now, and it would, therefore, hardly be safe to decide 
beforehand that none but absolutely similar fossil plants must necessarily 
characterise contemporaneous deposits of coal all the world over. Mr. 
Samira was also of opinion that the formations which were now going on 
showed that fossils were not altogether to be relied upon for proving strata 
to be contemporaneous. ‘The whole question was considered to be very 
interesting, and the opinion was expressed by Mr. Hutt that there would 
be no difficulty in getting capitalists to undertake such a splendid enterprise. 

In connection with the subject of coal mining in Brazil, much important 
discussion, both scientific and commercial, will, doubtless, arise. Whilst 
the question of the geological age of the coal will afford ample interest to 
our learned societies, its commercial value will claim the attention of our 
correspondents, for it is obviously more important to the capitalist intend- 
ing to embark in Brazilian coal miuing enterprise to ascertain whether the 
coal is free from impurities which materially diminish its commercial value, 
than to learn the precise place in the geological scale which it should be 
considered to occupy. 








In last week’s Journal there appeared @ letter from Mr. J. I. Dineen, 
of Lostwithiel, who recently attempted to wind-up the Silver Vein Mining 
Company, in which he sought to justify himself in the course he had taken, 
conveying the impression that the company had had to bear the costs; and 
at the late general meeting of shareholders it was declared by one of them, 


in the neighbourhood he had paid no costs, and had to pay none, of course 
wishing it to be inferred that the company had been mulected in all the 
costs. In the first intimation we conveyed to the public of Mr. Dinatn’s 
defeat, we stated that the petition was dismissed, and the petitioner had 
to pay the whole of his own costs, and the whole of the costs of hearing. 
Knowing the source whence our information was derived to be reliable and 
authentic, we did not hesitate to state such as the fact. It is a matter of 
no moment to us in such a case as the present which party pays costs; we 
have no interest in either, and should, probably, not have referred to the 
case again had Mr, Dinaie borne the defeat, and the costs thereof, in 
silence; but we have now, however, to show that we have not been con- 
veying a false impression to the public. We refer our readers to a letter 
in this week’s Journal, from the solicitors who conducted the case of the 
company, and which we publish with satisfaction, as affording fall proof 
that our original statement was literally and strictly correct. We had not 
then, as now, the means of ascertaining the exact wording of the judgment 
of the Vice-Warden. We stated the petitioner had to pay all his own 
costs and all the costs of the hearing, and our statement is most clearly 
borne out by this communication. 

If Mr. Dinexex had no desire to impugn the respectability of the com- 
pany, he should have ascertained beyond all doubt that he was uttering 
the truth, before declaring the company was insolvent. Such, it appears, 
is not, and never has been, the fact. The counter affidavit of an active

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debts are trifling, whilst it has now between 7000/7. and 8000Z. of capital 
uncalled and unappropriated, and is sampling and gelling ore at about the 
rate of 2002. per month, its whole costs are barely 300/., and it is con- 
fidently predicted that in six months the mine will have advanced to a 
paying state. Capt. H. James, a sound and clever mining authority, has 
so reported. Now, this will take only some 600/. out of the 70002. or 
80002. at the disposal of the company. We know well the extraordinary 
authority the Act gives to a creditor, to assume or deem, a company to be 
‘unable to pay its debts.” We hold, however, thata creditor is searcely 
justified in an attempt to wind-up a company, until he has first had re- 
course to the ordinary remedy of a court of law; and ii he have obtained 
a judgment, and be unsatisfied, then he might with justice appeal to 
the Stannaries Court upon petition. Wespeak in the interests of all mines 
when we object to the conduct pursued in regard to this; and we say the 
sooner an alteration is made in the law which allows an individual to im- 
peach the solvency of a company, and take steps to wind it up, even upon 
a baseless foundation, without supplying any adequate remedy for the com- 
pany, when they disprove the allegation and frustrate the attempt, the 
better. We know some mines whose very existence as a working com- 
pany would be imperilled by unnecessary pressure, and we hope the pre- 
sent case will have the effect of rousing the attention of those interested. 





Some very pertinent remarks upon the Ravine or CoLiienries, accom- 
panied by reasons, which we think will be generally acknowledged to be 
conclusive, why the shafts, machinery, engines, &c., shoull be altogether 
exempted from rating, is published in another column of this day’s Journal. 
It is argued, amongst other things, that it is unjust to tax mining ma- 
chinery, because the profits realised bear no proportion to the machinery 
employed, the least profitable results being frequently obtained at those 
mines or collieries where the most costly machiuery isemployed. This is 
not the case in factories, and other places, where the taxes increase in pro- 
portion to the machinery employed, because in such factories every horse- 
power employed produces a given profitable result, and, consequently, in- 
creases the rateable value of the building in which it is used. Attention 
is now directed to taxation of collieries in a way that it is hoped will cause 
their entire exemption from poor rates, to be decided at no distant period. 








The half-yearly meeting of the Copre Mininc Company was held on 
Tuesday, when a dividend of 1/. per share was declared. This, although 
not large, is satisfactory, when, as is stated in the report, it is taken into 
account that during the half-year upwards of 24,000/. have been written 
off. It must also be borne in mind that the profits divided on this occa- 
sion are derived solely from the workings of the old mines, and not from 
any of the discoveries recently alluded to in the Journal. Much interest 
was felt at the meeting as to the future operations of the company, parti- 
cularly as to these discoveries. We observe that at the north lode all pos- 
sible exertions are being made to cut it in the upper levels, where ores of 
a much richer quality are expected to be met with. The other points refer 
to the resumption of the explorations in search of the great lode formerly 
worked by the Santiago Company, and subsequently by this company, 
with much success, ‘This lode was formerly worked to the then boundary 
of the company’s property, and is supposed, by a dislocation that occurs, 
to be thrown into the Trevince and Maria Louisa Mines, both now the 

roperty of the Cobre Company. Should this lode be found, and Mr. 
Petherick, in a later report, referred to by the Chairman, speaks very con- 
fidently upon the subject, the prospects of the company will be considerably 
improved, as it was from working this lode that the profits formerly divided 
by this company were obtained. We see also by the report that it is in- 
tended to prove the Gitanella Mine, situated some distance from either of 
the former, and where the prospects are stated by Mr. Petherick, in his 
supplemental report, to be very promising. 





Tue Tin Trape.—With a view to secure the introduction of the sys- 
tem of selling tin by ticket, ‘* A Wendron Purser,” whose communication 
appears in another column, suggests “the expediency of a private meeting 
of pursers and agents, to take this subject into consideration,” maintaining 
that a sale by ticket or sample will greatly benefit the mining community. 
He recommends them to “ meet periodically, as the purchasers of all me- 
tals now do, and confer on measures for the advancement and fair protec- 
tion of mining.”’ The remarks do not reflect very creditably upon Cornish 
pursers general, and, for this reason, we most heartily hope that our cor- 
respondent’s anticipations will be realised to the full—that ‘‘a great and 
salutary change will be made in our Cornish system of mining, by united 
exertion to eradicate evil, and introduce a healthier course of action.”” As 
few, perhaps, have taken more interest in the subject under consideration 
than “ A Wendron Purser,” who has long been well known to us, the 
utmost possible reliance may be placed upon his statements. That there 
is ample room for improvement is apparent, for upon less reliable authority 
than that of “ A Wendron Purser,” we should have been almost disposed 
to doubt the possibility of such an execrable system of doing business ex- 
isting in any civilised community. It appears that the miner sets out 
from the mine accompanied by, perhaps, a dozen carts and teams, con- 
taining the marketable produce of, it may be, two months’ working, 
scarcely knowing whither he shall direct his steps, or where to find a pur- 
chaser for his treasure; he is in a worse position than the poor hawker, 
who travels from village'to village, for not only is he overstocked to an 
extent which compels him to accept the first offer, but he labours under 
the additional disadvantage of possessing far fewer general business quali- 
fications, Under these circumstances, we trust that tin-ticketings may be 
introduced forthwith, for we are convinced that no argument can be 
brought forward which would prove to our satisfaction that so important 
a body as the tin-miners should be left in their present deplorably helpless 
condition, when the introduction of the system of sale by ticket would 
effectually relieve them, 








VeceTasLe Go.p.—Atarecent meeting of the Royal Society of Victoria 
(presided over by Dr. Macadam) much interest was created by the exhi- 
bition of the so-called vegetable gold, which is obtained from the root of 
a Mexican species of trixis. ‘The honorary secretary, by whom it was ex- 
hibited, stated that it had been forwarded to him by Dr. Schultze, of the 
Palatinate, who had received it from Mr. W. Schaffner, of Mexico, in 
whose laboratory it had been prepared. The description accompanying 
the specimen stated that it was an alkaloid, and it resembled gold in colour, 
lustre, and general appearance. ‘The natives of Mexico took it in doses 
of two or three grains as an aperient, and also in a solution of spirits asa 
remedy for cholera. 


Nova Scotian Institute or Natura Screxce.—The first annual 
volume of the ‘I'ransactions of this Institute has just been issued, and 
contains the inaugural address and ten interesting papers upon various 
subjects connected with the sciences protected by the Association. The

carbonife li t of Hants county, both by Prof. How, D.C.L.; and Littorina Lit- 
torea on the coast of Nova Scotia, by Mr, J. R. Willis.

Lecrures For Working Men— Metatturcy— Leap.—Dr. Percy 
gave a lecture on this subject at the Royal School of Mines, Jermyn-street, 
on Monday. Lead was known at a very remote time; it was known dur- 
ing the Roman period. The metal is malleable, and may be rolled into 
sheets, but it cannot be beaten into thin leaf. Wire of the 800th of an inch diameter 
breaks under the weight of 20 lbs. Lead melts at a temperature of 600° Fuhr. ; its spe- 
cific gravity is 11°4. Itdoes not alter ina dry atmosphere, but in a moist one it is found 
to tarnish. The coating is a compound of oxygen, meta}, water, and carbonic acid. The 
lecturer then spoke of several pilgrims’ signs made of lead, which were found in the 
neighbourhood of London, and showed how they had been simulated by imparting an 
appearance or age to the spurlous ones by the action of nitric acid. If lead is heated it 
tarnishes, which is due to the action of oxygen and the metal. If we raise the tem- 
perature to a low red-heat it is converted into a yellow powder, known as litharge. If 
heated further, it passes into the state of a higher oxide, which isred-lead. This iatter 
oxide is prepared on a very large scale. The lecturer described the method by which 
it was accomplished, and the ovens made use of for that purpose, Pig-lead if heated to 
a temperature below its melting point breaks with a columnar fracture. Mention was 
made of the affinity that lead has for glass, and how this was made use of in making

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 
Prices for copper have been firm at Paris: English having realised 1092. ; 


At Havre, holders of Chilian have maintained prices with much firmness; 
a lot of G7 tons, to be delivered at a future date, has been dealt in at 1052. 
per ton. ‘The copper of the Society of Commerce has made 59} fis. to 
60 fils. At Rotterdam, and at Amsterdam, under the influence of the rise 
reported from England, 61 fis. have been realised. On the Hamburg market the article 
has been in lively demand, and prices have displayed an upward tencency ; parcels in 
second hands have been allsvid, Although transactions have been rather less numerous 
at Cologne, the various qualities of copper have risen in price. Transact!ong have been 
alittic less active at Berlin, but sales for consumption have been concluded at fully 
former prices. The situation of the Dutch tin market is relatively less favourable; at 
Amsterdam and Rotterdam, Banca remains obtainable at 724s. The Paris market has 
been firm, Banca realising 128/.; Detroit, 126/.; and Evglish, 1207. The Hamburg 
market has displayed an upward tendency, especially as regards English tin. Both 
Banca and roiled English tin have notably improved; at Cologne and at Berlin some 
lots have also been dealt in at slightiy higher prices. Rough French lead has been 
sought after at firmer prices at Paris, and has made 21/, 123, per ton; while Spanish has 
been quoted at 212. 12s. to 21/. 14s. perton,. At Hamburg the outiet has been limited 
in consequence of the closing of the navigation; but, nevertheless, stocks are almost 
every where exhausted, and the article has been very firm. At Cologne there has been 
a good demand, and prices of soft lead have risen. At Berlin the sale has been active, 
and holders have obtained the prices which they have asked. ‘There has been a sen- 
sible amelioration in the prices of z!rft at Paris, and for rough Silesian, which has been 
maintained with much firmnes2, 20/7. 16s, to 217. 43. has been paid; while the rolied 
zine of the Vieille Montagne Company has made 28/., and cther marks 24/. 16s, to 
251. 123. perton. The advices from Hamburg are favourable, and confirm the good opi- 
nion formed as to the fature course of the article. Thedemand has been rather weaker 
at Breslau, but holders maintain with firmness previously estat lished prices. 

Refining pig has remained inactive at St. Dizier, but, nevertheless, the 
low price of the article, which has been rather nominal thar real, has at- 
tracted some offers which, us they embodied very low terms, producers de- 
clined to accept. ‘These offers came from a distance, and at any rate they 
are regarded as an indication that the price of pig has reached its lowest point, and that 
a reaction will probably soon set in. It is not anticipated that there will be a very 
marked rise, but an amelicration is, nevertheless, anticipated from a revival in the de- 
mand, which will in some degree improve the tone of the article. At present, to some 
extent, at the nomina! price of 4/. 16s, per ton, a part of the fabrication might, it is be- 
lieved, be easily “ placed,” and that there is good ground for anticipating a revival may 
be further inferred from the fact that for a long time pig has not been at so low a price at 
this period of the year. Thus, while in Jan., 1854, the quotation is 47, 16s. per ton, in 
Jan., 1860, it was 5/7. 63. per ton; in Jan., 1861, 57. 4s. per ton; in Jan., 1862, 52. 9s, 3d. 
per ton; and in Jan., 1863, 5/. 10s, 5d. per ton, It must not be forgotten, however, 
whiie we note the anticipations of a rise, that many blast-furnaces have begun to accu- 
mulate stocks, while almost all either have, or will soon have,a portion of their fabrica- 
tion disposeable. Irons do not present mach change, Rolled have made 9/. 4s. per ton, 
with a scale generally of 43. between the classes. Ilanmmered irons are a littic more in 
demand, at 107. 8s, to 107, 12s. per ton, while shects are quoted 9/. 12s. per ton, first 
class, with a scale of 12s, 6d. to 16s, per ton per class, The water-courses baving re- 
gained more force of late, the varlous works have been enabled to assume a greater ac- 
tivity. In addition to previous purchases in Belgium on account of English commer- 
cial firms, some new transactions have been negociated of late between England and 
Belgium, The Bussy Ironworks, near Joinville, have obtained a rather important con- 
tract for pipes, to be furnished to the Eastern of Franc: Railway Company; the price is 
71. 43. per ton, with deliveries at Joinville. An adjudication was conducied in Nov. by 
the French Government for wire required for telegraphic purposes. Contracis were let 
to several firms, but one of them having made within.a period prescribed an abatement 
of 10 per cent. has since obtaine! an order for the whole of the wire required, which is 
now being made at one of the Moselle works. The department of the Moselle is be- 
coming an object of more fear to the other French metallurgical groups, and it is thesite 
which industrials are generally selecting for new works. It is understood that a Lux- 
embourg forge-master, M. Giraud, has purchased the Longwy-Bas Furnace, and that he 
proposes to establish there a great furnace, and alsoa forge. The Madrid, Saragossa, 
and Alicante Railway hasincreased a coutract for rails,concluded with the Arzin Works, 
from 3000 to 11,000 tons. Rails let at a previous adjudication by the company were ob- 
tained by M. de Dorlodot, of Chatclineau. The Eastern of France Railway Company 
has just adopted a policy which shows the readiness of the administration to assist in 
the development of great industries. Thus, the great house of Wendel, which has 
works scattered through the department of the Moscile, has just obtained permission to 
effect its transports itself over the company’s rails between Hayange and Moyeuvre 
This permission has been accorded to it for a determined sum, and a payment of 0-4. per 
wegon per mile. This treaty now awaits the ministerial sanction. The Commentry 
Collieries and Fourchambault Forges Company announces payment of the interest ac- 
eruing on its obligations,and the Pontgibaud Mines and Foundrics Company isalso pay- 
ing a dividend of 8s. per share, 

With respect to Belgian affairs, we may note that statistics just made 
up show that the total extraction effected in the Borinege district during 
the past year was 33,800,000 hectolitres (rather more than 11 hectolitres 
go to an English ton) of coal of all qualities. This extraction was 1,430,000 
hectolitres in excess of the corresponding total for 1862. Thestock on hand at the close 
of 1863 was 900,900 hectolitres, against 770,000 hectolitres at the close of 1862, so that 
the additional extraction of last year was absorbed to the extent of 1,300,009 hectotitres. 
This extra quantity was delivered entirely by railway, the augmentation in the trans- 
ports by water having been only insignificant. The current year has commenced well, 
large orders having been received, and deliveries having been very active. Arrange- 
ments are spoken of between the coal producers of Prussia and the administrations of the 
various railway companies, with the view of diminishing the export of Belgian coal to 
the East of France. No definite conclusion has, however, yet been come to. The Liége 
works have received abundant orders, in fact, for the present they are rather overdone 
with them, and, accordingly,a new rise has been attempted in prices —about 4s. per ton 
on merchants’ irons. This advance has become general, The market for pig is also firm, 
and although an advance has not yet actually taken place, it is anticipated that products 
will be run off more easily. The construction workshops being in want of orders, can 
only maintain an average production with difficuliy, The upward movement noted at 
Liége in iron and plates has rapidiy extended also to the Charleroi district. Thus, at 
Charleroi, refining pig for hard iron is quoted at 37.4s.; ditto, for soft iron, 32. 2s.; fine- 
grained pig, 32. 16s. to 41.; steel ple, 3/. 14s. to 37. 168.; casting pig, No. 1, 41. 4s. to 
41. 63.3; ditto, No. 2, 41. 4s.; ditto, No, 3, 47. 23.; ditto, No.4, 47.3 ditto, No. 5, 87. 18s.; 
wood-made pig, 6/.; pipes, 6/. 62. to 7/.; rolled irons, No. 1, mixed, 67. 16s.; rolled 
irons, No. 2, slightly hard, 77. 83.; rolled irons, No, 3, hard, 8/.; ditto, No. 4, 81. 12s. ; 
rails, 61. 7s. 3d. to 67. 8s. 94.; hammered irons, first-class, 107. 12s. to 10/, 16s.; ditto, 
second-class, 107.

It has been noticed of late that the export of Belgian pig and iron to 
Germany has considerably fallen off, and a few observations and explana- 
tions on the subject may be acceptable. The export of Belgian products 
tothe Aix-la-Chapelle district, for example, has diminished in proportion 
as the metallurgical production of the district itself has been developed. The dell- 
veries of Belgian manufactured iron in this direction have almost wholly ceased, and 
those of refiving pig, which amounted in 1862 to 10,960 tons, reached a total! in the first 
nine months of 1863 of only 2535 tons. In the current year, and 1865, it is almost cer- 
tain that Belgian pig and manufactured iron will almost altogether cease to be exported 
toGermany. This probability will be proved by a comparison of the prices of pig-iron 
in the two countries, taking into account also transport tariffs and customs’ duties. 
Thus, white refining pig, of ordinary quality, for-the fabrication of merchants’ iron, 
costs at works in the neighbourhood of Liéze 27. 18s, per ton; the transport to Alx-la- 
Chapelle costs 3s. 9d. per ton, and the customs’ duties arel/. per ton; making a total of 
4l. 1s. 94. per ton. At the Eschweiler and Stolberg furnaces, which are situated by the 
side of ironworks and rolling-milis, white refining pig, of a quality even superior to that 
from the neighbourhood of Liége, costs 3, 163. per ton, showing a difference of 33. 94, per 
ton, plus the traisport from Aix-la-Chapelle to Eschweiler, The price mentioned for 
pig from these districts is likely to experience an important fall, in consequence of the 
competition from Westphalian mines, the worked products of which are already offered 
at Rubrort, transport excepted, at 3/.6s. ;er ton, This price already approaches that of 
the Belgian pig, and when it is considered that the cost of raw material is low (rich 
coal, for instance, sells in the Essen basin at 5s. per ton first quality), and that minerals 
for ordinary pig are generally found in immediate proximity with works, it is not dim- 
cult to come to the conclusion that pig may be produced as cheaply in Westphalia as in 
the environs of Liéze and Charleroi. Two points of production enjoy as nearly as pos- 
sible equally advantageous conditions—the blast-furnaces of the Saar basin, and those 
of the Luxembourg. ‘The ordinary pig of these two sources of production, not withstand- 
ing that it is subjected to very considerable transport expenses, is now available at 
$1. 12s. per ton. ‘The phrase “ordinary pig” is used because some superior qualities of 
refining pig are mae for the fabrication of puddied steel, the products used being, in a 
great measure, the spathic minerals of the Segen and Nassau districts. This superior 
pig is quoted, according to quality, at 47. to 5/. perton. Of this last quality a good deal 
is exported to England, for the purpose of being employed in the manufacture of steel, 
and in iron intended for railway plant, especially for the tyres of the wheels of wagons 
and locomotives, as well as for rails used for shunting purposes. The Eifel Railway, 
from Daren to Treves, will soon have reached that part of Eifel where iron minerals are 
found in great abundance and of the first quality, which can be delivered at Aix-la- 
Chapelle at very little expense. These minerals are devoted to the production of pig of 
the first class and quality. With respect to ordinary pig, it may be observed that, be- 
sides numerous mines in the neighbourhood of blast-furnaces, the colliery company of 
the Wurma, at Kohischeidt, near that town, has just pierced in two of its collieries, Furt 
and Neu-Voccar, near Herzogenrath, a bed of iron minerals 5 feet in thickness. If the 
bed, which is now being further explored, proves to be of considerable extent, the com- 
pany will no doubt establish a blast-furnaceas soon as possible. The mineral obtained 
has been analysed toa smallextent, and has given 45 per cent. of iron. Several of the 
great German railway companies—the Minden and Dieutz-Gieren, the Cologne, and the 
Rhenish among the number—have adopted a tariff for the transport of coals, minerals, 
and other raw materials, at 0°4496d. per ton per mile; and taking into account all the 
various facts cited, it appears evident that unless a considerable reduction of the customs’ 
duties takes place, Belgian pig and iron can no longer be imported into the Zollverein,

_ REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURUAM,

| Jan, 28.—The Coal and Iron Trades continue, on the whole, prosperous, 
| and the demand for coke and iron is extremely good. A most interesting 
| ceremony took place at the Stella Coal Works, near Blaydon-on-Tyne, 
|} on Tuesday, when the first sod of the Addison Pit was cut, by Mrs. Ad- 
| dison Potter, the lady of one of the owners. The working shaft of this 
pit will be 9} feet in diameter, and at a distance of 50 yards will be the 
pumping shaft. It is intended to work three seams—the Townley, Brock- 
| well, and Five Quarter Coals, ‘The coals of this colliery bear a high re- 
| putation in the market, excellent house, gas, and coking coals being worked, 
| ‘rhe pumping-engine, in course of construction at the Elswick Engine 
Works, will be a powerful one, capable of lifting 1200 gallons per minute. 
As the scams dip in the direction of this new winning, this will afford the 
| means of easy transit for the coals produced from the various seams, and 
also have the effect of freeing the works of water. Another old shaft near 
the spot will be used as an upcast, so that it will be seen the works are so 
laid out as to afford the means of working the coal both safely and profitably, Mrs, 
Potter used an elegant spade, on which appeared a small silver plate, bearing the follow- 
ing inscription :—* Used by Mra. Addison Potter in cutting the first sod of the Addison 
Pit, Townley Colliery, Jan, 26, 1864, J, LB. Simpson, viewer.” A large company was 
present, Among Whom were the owners of the coliiery, and several other gentlemen, 
Ilearty cheers greeted the conclusion of the ceremony at the pit, and afterwards a 
luncheon was served at the Stella Staith Inn, where Me, Addison Potter occupied the 
| chair,and Mr. Simpson, the viewer, the vice-chair, Several toasts were drunk, and 
| cordially responded to, The most important sentiment expressed, as bearing upon the 
prosperity and progress of those old established and Important works, and also of the dis- 
trict generaily, were to the effect that this new “ winning,” so auspiciously com- 
menccd, is situated within a very short distance of the Newenstle and Carlisle Railway, 
with which it will be connected by a short branch. In a short time a village will 
spring up here, and also coke ovens, and other works and manufactorica; and the Im- 
provements how in progress on the River Tyne, such as the removal of the Tyne Bridge, 
and the general deepening and improving the channel of the river, will at no very dis- 
tant day, without doubt, enable ships to proceed up the river as high as Ryton, so that 
the produce of the Townley and other collieries, and the various works and manufac. 
tories, will be shipped at once from the works, instead of being first put into lighters, 
for conveyance to the lower reaches of the river. 

Coat-curting Macurnery, although making progressvery slowly, has 
succeeded so fur as trials have been made; but further experiments will 
take place very shortly, from which the best results are anticipated. We 
have several times remarked that the hard steam coals of Northumber- 
land afford an excellent field for its operations, and expressed surprise that 
atrial has not been made there. Such a trial is, however, shortly to be 
made at one of the works; and should this prove successful, which there 
is every reason to expect, there can be no doubt the system will shortly be 
introduced into other works in the district. ‘Che machine has been in ope- 
ration some time at Ifetton, and is understood to give satisfaction, ‘The 
colliery where the trial is to be made in Northumberland is the well- 
known Broomhill Colliery, near the port of Amble, where excellent steam 
coal is produced, also fire-clay, and other clay provucts of excellent 
quality. It is expected that the machine, which will be worked by means 
of compressed air, and attended by one man and a boy, will complete as 
much work as can be done by from 20 to 25 men; that is, in holing un- 
derneath the coal seam. We may remark, however, that it has been 
stated that the royalty charged by the inventors of the machine operates 
as a barrier to its adoption. 

A letter addressed by Messrs. Palmer Brothers and Co. to Mr. Double- 
day, the secretary to the Northumberland and Durham Coal Trade, has 
been published, which will doubtless raise much important discussion upon 
thesubject. Messrs. Palmer Brothers state that they contracted to build two 
large ocean screw-steamers for the Nord- Deutscher Lloyd, of Bremen, and that company, 
acting on an opinion, but without any experience of their own, ordered a large quantity 
of Powell’s Duffryn coals, to be sent to Newcastle from Wales. The quantity required 
for the first vessel arrived in time,and was shipped; that for the second vessel did not 
arrive in time. Messrs. Palmer were bound by contract to carry a fixed quantity ona 
stated draught of water at a certain speed, on a consumption of coal not exceeding 
4000 lbs. per hour, With the first ship they accomplished all the conditions, except 
the last mentioned, and though they used only large, clean, hand-picked Welsh coal 
for firing, they could not reduce the consumption so low as 5000 Ibs, per hour, and with 
diMculty during the trial kept the fire-bars from melting. They agreed in respect to 
the consumption of coal of the first vessel to abide by the result of the trial of the second, 
which the company’s engineer satisfied himself was indentical with the first in respect 
to the hull, engines, boilers, indicated horse-power,&c. The trial of this second steamer 
took place, and though the required speed was easily exceeded, the consumption of the 
Hartiey description of steam coal did not exceed the average of 3890 1bs. perhour. After 
this the second steamer took her fall quantity of Newcastle coal. It is much to be re- 
gretted that Messrs. Palmer did not state which coal it was decided should be used fa 
future in the Nord-Deutscher boats, as the statement they have made leaves the 
question in a very unsatisfactory positiou, more especially as they state that with an 
evaporative power (83 lbs.) less than the general average of Welst coal, such unlooked- 
for resuits were obtained, All [ hope is that Messrs, Palmer may be able to prove this 
vast superiority of our coal, but it appears to me that exaggerated statements are cal- 
culated to do us more injury than otherwise, 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTIL AND SOUTH WALES. 

Jan. 28.—There is no material change to record in the staple trades of 
the district since my last report. Quotations for both coal and iron con- 
tinue to show an upward tendency, and the Newport house coal merchants 
have announced an advance of Is. per ton on and after Feb. 1, and the 
colliers will receive a proportionate rise. It is generally expected that a 
further advance will also be made in steam coal, consequent upon the atti- 
tude of the men in the Aberdare and Merthyr valleys. Large numbers of 
the miners and colliers emigrate after nearly every pay, and the labour 
question is really becoming a critical one for the masters. ‘The ironworks 
are in full employ, and preparations are being made at Llwydcoed, Goly- 
nos, Victoria, and other works, to extend operations,’ Quotations are 
well maintained, and the confidence in the future good prospects of the - 
trade has not abated, judging from the firmness which makers evince in 
declining orders under the full current rates. The expectation that the 
scarcity of hands will still be more severely felt, no doubt, materially con- 
tributes to this firmness, 

A meeting of the South-western District Committee, in reference to the 
Ifartley Fund surplus, was held at Newport, on Friday, when it was agreed 
to request the Hartley Fund Trustces to pay over the amount allotted to 
the south-western district. The trustees for the south-western district are Mr. Abra- 
ham Darby, Sir Thomas Phillips, and Mr. John Trotter, 

Mr. Overton, coroner for the Northern division of Glamorganshire, has made his quar- 
terly return of the number of inquests held in the division, the total being 58 against 
65 in the previous quarter. The following were the deaths in connection with mining 
pursuits :—1 from explosion by fire-damp, 3 by fall of coal, 3 from suffocation, and 1 by 
falling off a quarry. 

The proposed new Cardiff Docks being likely to interfere with the rights of lessees and 
the anchorage at Penarth, a case came before Vice-Chancellor Wood on Friday (the At- 
torney-General v. Boyle) in reference tothe matter. It was an information and billon 
behalf of the lessees under the Marquis of Bute’s trustees, of land fronting the sea, for 
the purpose of obtaining a declaration that the plaintiffs ay such lessees were entitled to 
free and uninterrupted access from the sea in all directions to the front of the demised 
land, andalso for the purpose of réstraining the defendants from executing certain works 
on the foreshore, whereby the access from the sea to the plaintiffs’ land might be preja- 
diced or interfered with. The information also alleged a public right to anchorage upon 
the mndiands forming the foreshore adjacent to the Bute Canal, under the Act passed 
in the reign of William LV., and prayed a declaration that the works proposed would 
contravene the Act, and be a public nuisance. The plaintiffs also prayed for a dec"ara- 
tion to the Court, in order to give them a locus standi before Parliament upon the ap- 
plication by the defendants now pending. The defendants offerel to give an under- 
taking in the fullest terms not to execute the works complained of ; and, therefore, held 
thet after such undertaking was given there was no case whatever for the further in- 
terference of the Court. An order was made for the submission of the defendants, for a 
perpetual injunction to restrain them executing any work, or permitting any work to 
remain executed or threatened by the defendants, wbo were to pay the costs of thesuit, 
the order to be without prejudice to the rights, &c., of either party as to the application 
pending before Parliament.

Tue Trx-PLate Trape.—On Tuesday, a meeting of the makers and 


representatives of the tin-plate trade was held at the King’s Head, Glou- 
cester. The meeting was called by requisition, and it was the most nu- 
merously attended gathering ever known in connection with the trade, 
there being no less than about thirty works represented, and, with one ex- 
ception, all the principal makers were present. Mr, Woodruffe, of the 
Machen Works, was unanimously voted to the chair, and after a great dea! of discussion 
it was determined to advance prices an average of 2s. per box. The present position 
and future prospects of the trade were dwelt upon at considerable length,and the meet- 
ing showed a decidedly hopeful and cheerful feeling. If a further upward movement 
takes place in block tin and iron, the tin-plate proprietors will have to make @ propor- 
tionate aivance, The rise now declared has been mainly caused by the improved de- 
mand for both home and foreign markets, and by the increased cost of materials and 
labour. If the American war should suddenly be brought to a close, an extraordiuary 
demand would at once set In, and prices would be certain to advance rapidly; but even, 
independent of this, it is pretty evident that fair remunerative prices will soon be rea- 
Msed. The once United States imported no less than about 5000 tons yearly before the 
war commenced, while for the last two years the quantity taken has not exceeded 1500 
tons. Stocks have, it appears, and that necessarily so from the limited imports, got very 
low In the States, and, whatever course events will take, there is but little doubt that 
the shipments to America for 1864 will considerably exceed 1863, The stocks at home 
and in other countries are also below the average, and the trade generally is decidedly 
improving. It should be stated that the advance determined upon at the meeting had 
been anticipated by many of the makers present.

REPORT rrom DERBYSHIRE, YORKSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 


Jan. 28.—The Iron Trade continues to manifest the great improve- 
ment which has characterised it now for some time past, owing in a great 
measure to the increased introduction of iron into all departments of trade 
and industry. ‘Che vast increase in the orders for machinery for exporta- 
tion shows the interest which is being taken by our continental neighbours 
in adopting all the improvements which English skill has brought about. 
The quantity of iron now required for our home railways is almost sufli- 
cient to keep that department of the trade in an active state, and as the 
session about to be opened is likely to prove one of great importance as 
regards the making of new railways we shall have a largely-increased de- 
mand. The demand for armour-plates oy the Government is now greater 
than has been known, and the Admiralty appear very anxious to push 
forward the work of iron shipbuilding. ‘The works engaged in their ma- 
nufacture are taxed to the full extent of their powers of production. The 
enquiry for speculative purposes is less active than of late, merchants await- 
ing the opening of the parliamentary session, with the view to ascertain 
whether the policy of the Government bo peace or war. The trade is, 
however, in a healthy condition, and the great caution which is observed 
shows the sound system by which the trade is carried on. 

The Coal Trade is exceedingly brisk, and from all appearances it is 
likely to continue so. In the district of West Yorkshire it is not so good, 
but in the other counties there are nocomplaints. The different rai!ways 
are carrying large quantities to the London and southern markets. Much 
interest is felt in the Cleveland districts, arising from the rapid develop- 
ment of the iron trade, and the immense amount of fuel which will be re- 
quired to keep them in blast. In that part of Yorkshire whole towns have

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Jan. 28.—The Iron ‘Trade presents no new feature. ‘There are large 
orders in hand, and everyone has enough to do, but the new orders now 
being given out are not, as is usual at this period of the quarter, quite so 
large as they were. Still there is, no doubt, a large demand for present 
use, and as the many new companies at home and abroad come into ope- 
ration, a greatly-increased demand for iron will be experienced. The 
mildness of the weather is reducing the demand for domestic coal, and the 
ironmasters may now hope to be somewhat better treated. Latterly the 
coalmasters have been making great profits. In North, as in South Staf- 
fordshire, there is a slight dropping off in the current orders, but all the 
works are fully engaged—in fact, there is enough on hand to last for most 
of the present quarter. 

The company for working the extensive Patent Shaft and Axle-Tree 
Works, at Wednesbury, where rails and railway wheels axles are made, 
is now formed, and the capital is fixed at 400,000/., in 20,000 shares. 
Various directors of the three wagon companies promote this company, 
over which Mr. Thomas Walker, the late proprietor of the works, consents 
to act as Chairman for three years, so as to give the benefit of his expe- 
rience, ‘This appears one of the most promising enterprises which has 
lately been put forward. 

A somewhat noteworthy case came before the Wednesbury Police Court 
on Tuesday. Three colliers were summoned for neglect of work, and there 
were strong grounds that the reason of their not going down the pit was 
that they wanted an advance of wages. ‘This plea, however, would not 
have availed them, as they were bound to give a fortnight’s notice, and the 
defence was that the workings had not been examined prior to their being 
required to descend, as required by the Mines Inspection Act. It was ac- 
knowledged that this had not been done, and hence the case was dismissed. 
This, and many other cases which arise from time to time, lead one to 
ask how far is this rule really acted upon? Is it only occasionally carried 
out? If so, there should be a change, for laws which are usually inert, and 
are only called into activity to serve a purpose foreign to the object of 
their enactment, are real evils, tending to bring law into contempt. The 
requirement seems one of the most needful and easy, and attention to it 
should be strictly enforced. It has often been said in this letter that the 
Coal Mines Inspection Act will never be effective until colliers and owners 
are zealous to carry out its provisions, and hence it is worth while to no- 
tice every case in which deception is enforced without the intervention of 
the Inspector, who cannot be everywhere, and can, in fact, oversee but 
little of the daily work of the mines. At Hanley, in North Staffordshire, 
on the complaint of Mr. John Strick, the manager on the Shelton Colliery, 
a collier was, on Monday, fined 10s. for smoking in the mine when lamps 
were exclusively used. : 


The pumping-engines for the Main Drainage Works at Crossness, are 
now being constructed by Messrs. Boulton and Watt, at the Soho Works, 
Birmingham. ‘These pumps will consist of an arrangement of four steam- 
cylinders and eight pumps, fixed in an engine-house of large size. The 
four cylinders, each 48 ft. in diameter by 9-ft. stroke, will stand at the corners of a 
square, Each will have two overhead beams of cast-iron, 40 ft, long between the 
centres, and 6 ft. deep in the middle. The pumps, eight in number, will each be 12 ft. 
diameter, and consist of a suction, middle, and delivery piece. One pump will be 
erecte’ under each of the beams, and as these are side by side, so, of course, will be the 
pumps; and each cylinder will have four plungers working init. Each steam-cylinder 
will thus woak eight plungers, the four nearest to the centre having a stroke of 2 ft. 3in., 
the other four a stroke of 4 ft.6in. They are all 57 in. in diameter. The suction- 
valves will be vertical, the lower or suction pieces being cast like a circular open grate, 
12 ft. in diameter, the openings, some 30 in number, affording ample water-way; the 
delivery valves will be the same in principle.

There are also liabilities In the shape of outstanding accounts, as will be seen on refer- 
ence to the balance-sheet just sent out, amounting, with the above balance, to the sum of 
13921. 6s. 10d,, which your committee beg to observe embraces every known Hability. 
To set against this there are assets to the amount of 4511, 53, 7d., 4310, 5a, 7d. of which is 
shown as assets In the published balance-sheet, the remaining 202. being the amount 
due for arrears of calls.

Although in other portions of the district the supply of certain coal measures Is greater 
than here, yet, taking the average of the whole, we had, he believed, in our own imme- 
diate neighbourhocd, a more bountiful supply of the precious mineral than was to be 
found in any part of the South Staffordshire district. Our ordinary working micasures 
here comprised the brooch coal, the thick coal, the heathen coal, the new mine coal, the 
fire-clay coal, and what is called the bottom coal. Now, his proposition was that,owing 
to the imperfect scientific knowledge which gencrally exists, these coals have hitherto 
been but imperfectly wrought. At present they had to deal in that society chiefly with 
the knowledge of geology; but he would say at the outset that what he called a great 
waste was cally occurring in this district from a want of knowledge of the allied sciences, 
as well as the knowledge of geology.

The following rank in large quantities also: —Isie of Man, 
500 tons; Talargoch, 475; Frongoch, 442; 15 other mines, ranging from 320 to 100 
tons, or above, sold nearly 2700 tons; and the remainder of the lice under 109 down to 
6 tons. Some surprise will be created by the large quantities many mines in Wales are 
producing, and some disappointment by the paucity of ore in others which rank hich {n 
value; but it should be remembered that the quantities produced by a particuler mine 
are constantly fluctuating, as the mines are operated upon by changes in the weatber. 
where no machinery exists to counteract or mitigate the effects of wet and frosts, Half 
the lead mines in North Wales, for instance, were drowned last autumn for many months 
and from the effects of which, as shown in decreased returns of oro, they are only just 
recovering. But it should be well understood by those who study the capabilities of a 
particular district to produce lead ores in remunerative quantities, that very large parcels 
of ore are cold from a number of mines worked privately, as well as by companies not 
to the smelters on regular ticketing days, but at irregular intervals on the spot, and 
never reported—ergo, the lists in question can only be taken as for what they are worth 
in being defective as to the entire produce and sales of Welsh ores.

Treating Mixerat O11s.—Mr. Louis Martin, of Paris, proposes that, 
after the oils or hydro-carbons have been treated with sulphuric avid and 
soda, to mix them with from 1 to 10 per cent. of a mixture composed of 
1 part bichromate of potash, and 2 parts caustic soda, at 36°, and distil. Any salt of 
chromium may be used, and any alkali may be substituted for soda, The oils are then 
distilled with sulphuric acid and soda, as before. 

Lupricant.—Mr. F. Janssen, of Paris, proposes, as an improved com- 
position to be used for lubricating purposes, a mixture of fatty matters and 
lime water. The proportions vary according to the consistency which it 
is desired that the composition should have. For a hard p 1 he prop to use, 
of olive, colza, or neat’s-foot oi], 500 parts; tallow, palm-oil, or hard grease, 500 parts ; 
and lime-water 2000 parts. For a semi-hard compound he uses, olive, colza, or neat’s- 
foot oj], 1000 parts; and lime-water, 1000 parts. Fora liquid lubricant, he uses olive, 
colza, or neat’s-foot oil, 1000 parts; lime-water, 2000 parts. The lime-water is a satu- 
rated solution of lime. The fatty matters are first melted, and well mixed together, and 
then thoroughly mixeé with the lime-water. . 

Meratiic Betts ror Putteys.—Mr. Thos. Luders, of Rue Gaillon, 
Paris, proposes the use of steel bands as a substitute for leather for driv- 
ing machinery, The metallic bands are to run upon wooden or iron pulleys, covered 
with two or three folds of leather. The ends are either brazed or laced together with 
leathern thongs, the holes being in the latter case bushed with soft metal. 

Urinisation or Gas In Coke Burninc.—We have had the opportu- 
nity, at the Selly Oak Nail Works, of witnessing the operation of a new 
system of coke burning, whereby the offensive and pernicious gases which 
usually escape to taint the atmosphere and injure vegetation are turned to 
good account, by being conveyed to a neighbouring furnace or fire, either for blast-heat- 
ing, generation of stcam, or other purposes where they can be usefully consumed. The 
new process, like many others producing highly important results, is in itself exceed- 
ingly simple. It consists in connecting a series of coke heaps with flues leading into 
one main flue communicating with the steam-boiler, the draught of which produces a 
very beneficial effect ; for as the coal heaps are lighted for burning into cokes, the gas 
and sulphur thereby produced are drawn to the main flue,and from thence to the boiler, 
where they ignite and pass in streams of flame among the Ques of the boiler, generating 
steam with very slight use of slack. But to the advantage arising from utilisation of 
the gases extracted from the burning coals, and the consequent economy of fuel, must 
be added the complete removal from the coal of all sulphurous properties which are 
highly injurious in the manufacture and working of iron, for which cokes are princi- 
pally required. Thousands of tons of coal, strongly impregnated with sulphur, and 
now considered of no use, may, by the adoption of this principle, be converted into strong 
and good coke. We should also state that when the heap is considered sufficiently 
burned, by a simple arrangement of pipes upon or below the ground jets of steam are 
disseminated through the entire burning mass, by which means the fire is extinguished, 
80 as to admit of the rapid removal of the coke, and, owing to its affinity for steam, if 
any sulphur remains it wiil be evolved and carried off with the steam. The invention 
is patented by Messrs. J. and C. Hawkins, of Walsall.—Midland Counties Herald. 








Ra1Lways.—Some improvements in rails for railways have been patented 
for Mr. Gabriel Diimler, of Namur, Belgium. The form of rail which he proposes to 
use may be described as that of half a double-headed rail; this fits and is bolted into a 
siot formed by two angle pieces rising from the flat part of the rail. 

Raitway Sratisvics—CoMPENSATIONS FOR Persona Inyury.—In 
the year 1862, the railway companies of the United Kingdom paid as compensation for 
personal injury a sum of 158,1697, This amounts to a proportion of 1°11 per cent. upon 
their total working expenditure. The amount is not considerable in itself, although it 
was much swollen by payments made in 1862 to the sufferers by the memorable acci- 
dent in the Winchbury Tunnel, on the Edinburgh and Glasgow line. Considering the 
comfort and relief which these payments may have afforded in may cases to sufferers by 
accidents and to their families, the appropriation of a sum of 150,000/. out cf the thirty 
millions sterling annually received by railway companies is scarcely to be begrudged. 
That the total is not very much larger is attributable to the safety of the railway sys- 
tem: 180,000,000 of passengers were conveyed on our railways in 1862. So that the 
whole t of r ion for accidents is not, on the average, one farthing per head 
per passenger. It is this comparative immunity from accident, and the consequently 
trivial total of the compensation, which prevents some sort of protest being entered 
against the system under which these compensations are awarded, for, in many respects, 
the system is a very bad one, 

Carita, Exrenpep on Rattways.—The capital expended in this 
country on railways to the present time has been upwards of 385,000,000/, sterling, or 
nearly half the National Debt. This amount has been devoted to the construction of 
11,500 miles of railway in the British Islands, which are now open for traffic. The 
works executed in connection with these undertakings have been of extraordinary mag- 
nitude. Navigable rivers, and cven arms of the sea, have been crossed over; hills have 
been pierced by tunnels,and viaducts,embankments and cuttings made in all directions. 
AW this has been accomplished within the life-time of a single generation of men, who 
have not only exccuted the work, but provided the means out of their private resources, 
without any assistance whatever from the funds of the State. In a word, the railway 
system of England has been the spontaneous out-growth of the native industry, energy, 
and enterprise of its people.— Railway News. 

Great Feat 1x Maxine Rairoap Iron.—The rail mill, forming 
part of the ironworks, at Danville, Pa., accomplished on Friday more than has ever been 
done in any rolling mill in the world; 104 tons 17 ewts, (2240 lbs. per ton) of rails were 
made in 10% hours on a single train of three high rolls. They were rolled for the Phi- 
ladelphia and Erie Railroad, 56 lbs. per yard and 30 ft. lengths.— Missouri paper. 


WEATHER PREDICTIONS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL, 

Sir,—Some months ago, I stated in one of my letters that the tempe- 
rature of our winters was gradually improving. Throughout all time of 
which we have any record I cannot find that three mild winters like those of 
1862-3-4 have occurred in our climate in a like succession. Well, all this 
was foretold by me, but I do not see [ am in any way bound to state my 
reasons for those phenomena; I decline to do so. When the “ severe, pro- 
tracted” winter was foretold in the Zimes, I then publicly stated that, 
with the exception of some frosts of brief duration, the weather generally 
would continue mild until the end of January, and this has proved a fact. 
During the past week we have wituessed some barometrical freaks, which 
has puzzled many people; with the mercury high in the barometer, we have 
experienced thick, heavy weather, with a great deal of rain. I have pre- 
viously stated that the barometer is not an instrument to be depended upon 
as a guide to the forthcoming weather, while our thermometers, as at pre- 
sent constructed, are equally defective; these instruments are composed of 
a small tube, at the end of which is attached a large bulb of mercury, 
this mass of mercury requires a great degree of temperature to put it in 
action, and hence the great defect in registering accurately the passing tem- 
perature. In a word, reliable meteorological instruments have yet to 
be invented. 

A word more on barometers. Each maker has what he calls his “ stan- 
dard barometer;” a great many of these instruments are hung out at vari- 
ous opticians’ shop doors, but, strange to say, no two of them register the 
pressure of [the atmosphere alike; although, in some instances, within a 
few yards of each other, the difference will be found from 1-10th to 3-10th 
of aninch. In making this statement I do not include the excellent in- 
struments of Messrs. Negretti and Zambra; their barometers are most ac- 
curate, and their motion very uniform. I hope our opticians will take this 
hint, and look to their barometers.
